My  work  at  Providence  liegan  the  first 
of  January.  The  prospects  are  very  hope- 
ful to  me  for  this  year.

Was  Cornelius  a child  of  God  when  he 
sent  for  Peter  ? I-et  the  Word  of  God  an- 
swer. There  are  but  two  classes  of  people 
with  God,  though  many  terms  rtiay  be 
employed  in  contradistinction,  yet  they 
harmonize  and  agreement  prevails.  Saint 
and  sinnsr,  righteous  and  unrighteous, 
holy  and  unholy,  good  and  bad,  wise  and 
foolish,  are  a lew  ot  the  distinguishing 
names  in  the  sacred  writings.  The  infer- 
ence is  clear  and  unequivocal  that  there  is 
no  mongrels,  half-breeds  or  quarteroons  in 
either  class.  They  are  full  bloods.  Either 
in  the  kisgdom  of  God,  or  in  the  kingdom 
of  Satan.  They  ate  children  of  God  or 
children  of  the  devil,  Jesus  says:  “A  j^ood 
tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil  fruit,  neither 
can  a corrupt  tree  living  forth  good  fruit, 
wherefore  by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know 
them."
